As was stated in the Mercury some 


time ago, Newport is about to be 
handed another bouquet in the form of 
increased fire insurance rates, which 
are likojy to go into effect within the 
next few days. Another inspection of 
the city is being made by representa- 
tives of the Fire Underwriters Ex- 
change, and it is a foregone- conclu- 
sion that they will order thc rates in- 
creased at once. 


It is a pity that some expert nc-> 


couirtant cannot make :i statement 
showing the amounts paid into the in- 
surance companies as premiums from 
Newport within the past twenty years 
and also the amounts paid out for fire 
losses in' this city within the same 
Hine. 
The profits to the companies 


within that time would be enormous 
and would amaze the people of New- 
port. 
The insurance representatives 


keep, telling us that .Newport is to 
have a conflagration, which may or 
may not be true, with the chances 
strongly in favor of the latter course. 
But, if the Newport premiums for the 
last twenty years had been segre- 
gated, a reserve fund would have been 
created that would have covered the' 
entire destruction of the city several 
times over. 


Newport has long paid more than 


its full share of fire losses of other 
communities, which under the present 
system of insurance may bo just, but 
it is not just to now increase our rales 
without due cause. Thc worst of it is 
that there seems not the slightest re- 
dress, unless it may be for thc state 
or city to form some sort of mutual 
insurance system.

Old Spanish Stronghold of Avila Has 


Long Been Known by That 


Peculiar Cognomen. 


Avila is nn ancient Spnnlsh strong- 


hold now known as the city of stones 
and saints. The stones arc prominent 
enough Iti^he high wall, broken by cir- 
cular towers.'which surrounds the city 
nnd In the past kept out undesirable 
visitors. 
Some'people say, howe\er, 


thnt the term stones refers to the 
stone pig? which decbrale the city In 
unexpected places. 
No spot Is too 


snertd for these roughly carved pigs, 
which fact recalls 'the tradition thnt 
when paganism ruled In Avila these 
grotesque animals were themselves ol>- 
jects of veneration.. But today they 
provoke only jests in spite of their at- 
titudes of haughty aloofness. 


The saint part of the stones and 


sainis epithet Is adequately represent- 
ed by Santa Teresa, the most boloved 
saint of Spain, who spent most of her 
life In Avlln. 
Santa Teresa started 


her career of saintllness^ at 
seven 


years of /age, when she tried to get 
herself martyred by the Moors outside 
the city walls. Site was deterred 
from achieving this at the critical mo- 
ment by her relatives. Later, tradition 
states, she was transported to heaven 
nnd given instructions on building and 
running n convent, after which she re- 
turned to earth nnd spent the rest of 
her life carrying out the celestial or- 
rterf, and thereby winning Uie lore of 
the people. 


First "Gas Masks." 


The first apparatus to enable per- 


sons to enter a noxious Inflammable 
atmosphere was called the "aero- 
phore". nnd was the Invention of M. 
Denayrrouze, E French Inventor nnd 
scientist.

Democracy in Ancient Jewish Days and 


the League of Nations, 


Are Two. 


The democratic idea Is of great nntlq- 


ufty, the Christian Herald reminds its 
renders. 
Under the prophets and 


judges; Israel was a democracy. It was 
not until they were fascinated by tho 
barbaric splendor and unrestrained II- 
«ense of the heathen nations around 
them that they began to be dissatisfied 
with their own simple ways nnd to long 
for a king and n showy court. It was 
the lure of sin and worldly vanity. 
Samuel warned them against courls 
and kings and told them of what would 
happen, but his warnings went unheed- 
ed. The vision of the age of peace 
began as early as eight centuries B. G, 
but It was not until the Chrlsllan era 
that the world change in the existing 
order fully dawned upon the minds of 
men. The Idea of a league of nations 
Is not new. Sach n league was forc- 
shaduwcd by Jean Bloch, In his re- 
marknble book, "The Future of War." 
Issued 20 years ago. It was «!so fore- 
seen by Kmanucl Kant, who, In his es- 
say on "Perpetual Peace," wrote that 
the law of nations must be based on 
the federation of free states. At dif- 
ferent times leaders in national nnd 
International reform have hnd visions 
of such a league, but always as n itos- 
slbillty of the remote future. It has 
remained for the United States to 
promulgate it at a time when the 
world seems prepared to listen.

stroyed by leaf spot or leaf blight 
This disease appears In the form of 
spots upon the leaves, and In the 
course of .two or three days the entire 
foliage will have the appearance of 
having been burned with flre, Spray- 
Ing by Bordeaux mixture'Is the only 
practical remedy -but should be used 
as n preventive measure and applied 
before the disease appears. 


Cucumbers nnd melons are.also'sub- 


Ject to a wilt disease and the best 
method Is to avoid planting them on 
the same land year after year nnd. to 
give clean cultivation, keeping the 
vines growing-'vigorously from the 
start 
Tomatoes frequently 
suffer 


from wilt disoase, but this particular 
ailment Is limited to certhin'locallties, 
and the.best remedy Is: to pull np nnd 
burn any Infected vines. 
• The secret of combating any of the 
diseases te to keep the plants In n 
healthy condition, nnd where It Is 
feared thnt the various leaf spot dis- 
eases may appear, It Is a good plan to 
spray the plants early in their period 
of growth nnd thus protect 
them 


against the Invasion of diseases.

Ings of the partnership have been com- 
pared to a subterranean dairy, wltli 
the nphis ns the ant's "cow," the ant 
directing the enterprise, the nphis do- 
Ing the work, arid the ant getting the 
profits. 
The nnt Is not directly harm- 


ful to |he corn, but the aphis Is. With- 
out the ant, however, the firm would 
nave to go put of business, and that Is 
why'the United States department of 
agriculture tells farmers who wnnt 
to get rid of corn-root aphis to get rid 
of tlie ant. The- same advice applies 
in the case of certain other forms of 
roof aphlils. 


This is how the subterranean dairy 


works: 


In the fall the ants carry the eggs 


of the aphids to their nests and care 
for them as they do for their own 
young. 
In-the spriiig, when the eggs 


hutch, the ants tunnel along weed 
roots nnd place tho helpless nphlds on 
the roots. 
Soon the nphlds begin to 


give off "honeydew," made from the 
juices of the plnnts 6n - which the 
nphlds nre resting. 
The nnt dearly 


.loves "honeydew," and they tenderly 
watch over nnd care for their "cows." 
The 
nphiils nre- .wholly dependent 


throughout their life on the nnts. 


Escaped Aphids .Seized by Ants. 
The first two or three generations of. 


nphlds live entirely on the roots of 
.weeds, but ns soon as the newly-plant- 
ed corn sprouts the ants transfer the 
.nphlds to. the more succulent corn 
roots. 
After two or three successive 


generations, many of the nphlds may 
bo winged, and some escape from the 
ground through the ant tunnels .and 
fly awny to a new field. If they chance 
to alight near an ant hill they are 
seized Immediately by the watchful 
nnts, carried Into their burrows, placed 
on roots, nnd honeydew production 
starts again. 
. 


.When cold weather Is approaching 


and the ant carries the aphlds' eggs 
nnd the young ants deeper Into the 
soil, the ant goes at least eight Inches 
under .the soil nnd eight inches Is 
deeper than the ordinary plow fur- 
row. 


The particular nphis that attacks 


corn Is called the corn-root nphis be- 
cause of its preference fcr that plant. 
In gardens it Is very common on as- 
ters nnd related plnnts. 
There nre 


many other varieties of aphis, how- 
ever, and for many of them nnts have 
n tender feeling. For Instance, tlicre 
nre the nphlds that nttack orange 
trees in California. The nnts surround 
these nphlds, attack other Insects that 
attempt to reach them, and Induce the 
aphlds to excrete honeydew by strok- 
ing their bodies -with their antennae, 
or feelers. 
Unfortunately for the or- 


ange aphids, however, they nre at- 
tacked 
by winged parasites which 


"sting" and lay'c^rirs 1n them, nnd these 
parasites are ;o small and active that 
the ants cannot successfully defend 
their charges. 


How to Control Pests. 


The corn-root nphlds In fields Is con- 


trolled by rotating with crops upon 
which the nphlds cannot live, by plow- 
ing nnd disking, thus hrenkirfg np the 
ant nnd aphis colonies, and by the use 
of certain" pungent substances, mixed 
with n chemical fertilizer nnd distrib- 
uted by means of :t fertilizer attach- 
ment to the corn planter. These sub- 
stances tend to drive away the nnts 
and prevent them from placing aphids 
on the corn mots.

Early 111 December, 1770, Job Wat- 


son, from his watcfi tower on Tower

. sand troops," sailed into Narragansett

anchored in Newport harbor. 


As soon as the intelligence.of the 


arrival of the British fleet, and their 
occupation! Of. the island of Rhode 


tho American army erected a fort in 
its advance on Newport, remains of 
which may be seen on the crest of the 
hill southerly from the HoneyniaH. Hill 
roud. The Bliss Hill fort is today in 
u remarkable state of preservation, 
and from its ramparts an extensive 
view of ocean and undulating country 
can bo had, while Easton's Pond, tho 
source of viator supply for the city 
of Newport, lies at its base, 
. From this point the line of in- 
trcnchments ,ran northerly towards 
Coddington Point. 
Within the past 


dozen years all have disappeared; por- 
tions of it in 1884 could be seen at tho 
Van Rensselaer place, Collins' placo 
and Bailey's Farm. 


Continuing westward are Tonomy 


Hill and Beacon Hill, and the lines of 
the works there are clear and dis- 
tinct. Tonomy Hill consists of huge 
boulders and outcroppings of conglom- 
erate rock, making it a veritabe for- 
tress. Its summit on the north, cast 
and west rises abruptly, while there ii 
nn easy ascent from the south, making 
a good road over which heavy guns 
could be hauled. A dense growth of 
cedars now covers these hills. In the- 
center of Tonomy Hill fort there is an 
observation tower, which replaces an 
old one blown down many years ago, 
from which an extensive view of 
Newport and its harbor and sur- 
roundings can be seen.
